The notion-that clever f.ithers have cle\or 


sons, is not nearly so popular as the one that 
brain power is inherited fi om the mother. Mr. 
1-rancis Gallon, as is well known, has under- 
taken to shovi, and has shown, that the popu- 
lar notion is to say the least an imperfect one 
and that clever men have often transmitted 
great intellectual power to their children, al- 
though the mania-stations have not been al- 
ways of the same kind in succeeding genera- 
tions. In his most recent work on "Scientific 
Men and their Nature," (D. Appleton & Co.) 
Mr. ballon takes up a special class of distin- 
guished men, and by the help of information 
received liom themselves he gives an account 
ot tlie influences which have been at work in 
the determination of their character, and in the 
direction of their intellectual tastes. He draws 
a large number of very sound educational de- 
ductions, which we would slronaly commend 
to the attention of all lliose who have anythiii" 
lo do, eilhcr as parents or educators, with Ihe 
direction of the mental life of children possessed 
of unusual capacity, or of a decided bent in 
any special scientific direction. 


Among tlie influences brought to bear upon 


the "nature and iiurtuie" of scientific as of 
other men, undoubtedly that ot the mother has 
much to do. Accordingly we find that many 
of the scientific men record of their mothers 
that they were possessed of considerable intel- 
lectual power; and one 01 two stale that their 
first impulses toward tlie pursuit of science 
were decidedly derived from their mothers, and 
distinctly fostered and encouraged by them 
On Ihe other hand, however, Mr. Gallon re- 
marks that, of all intellectual men, those fol- 
lowing science are least indebted to the mater- 
nal influence; in fact, it may almost be said 
that the mother's influence in turning the son's 
mind in tbe direction of science is scarcely felt, 
at all. He declares that this could not be said 
so far as men distinguished in literature or in 
certain professions arc concerned, and 
he 


ascribes the marked absence of tlic mother's 
influence over scientific men to the fact that
